behaviour on oxidation in the laboratory of the pyrites

The authors eonelude that, while the oxidisable 
pyrites contained in this coal may assist in a minor 
deyree in the self-heating of the coal, the most im- 
portant effect of the pyrites is evidently the disin 
teyration caused in the coal by its oxidation and the 
vreater bulk of the oxidation products.

ESTABLISHMENT OF BRITISH FIRMS AT 
BILBAO, 


The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports 
that during a recent visit which he paid to Bilbao he 
made some enquiries regarding the possibility of 
British firms establishing businesses of a more or less 
industrial nature within the shelter of the free port 
there. In this connection he has furnished a copy (in 
Spanish) of the regulations governing the administra- 
tion of the free port. Commenting on these regula- 
tions the Commercial Secretary states :— 


‘“ Tt will be seen that, in general, operations are 
permitted within the free port which do not change 
the essential character of the goods, and examples of 
some such operations are given. ‘The fact may interest 
British exporters of certain kinds of goods, such as, 
perhaps, soap, or preparations which, after their 
arrival within the free port, could be re-packed therein, 


‘As, under the regulations, special permission 
would have to be applied for, interested firms should 
address themselves to the British Consul at Bilbao, 
who would put them into touch with the proper 
officials and recommend who could carry 
through the business for them.

“On page 87 of the Spanish Regulations the tariff 
for the occupation of land in the free zone is given, up 
to a total of 1,500 square metres; any firm wishing to 
occupy a larger area would have to make special 
arrangements with the Administration. 


‘* From a letter received from the Administrator of 
the free port I see that the present area available is 
only 4,500 square metres, but the Administration is 
hopeful of being able at some future time to dispose of 
u total area amounting to fifteen hectares in another 
part of the Port of Bilbao.’’ 


The copy of the Regulations referred to above, to- 
gether with a photographic view of the free port, may 
be seen by any interested United Kingdom firms on 
application to the Department of Overseas Trade 
(Room 8V) up to 15th December, after which date they 
will be available for loan to firms in the provinces who 
may be unable to arrange for a London representative 
to view at the Department.

CLEARANCE OF SAMPLES. BY COMMERCIAL 
TRAVELLERS IN SALVADOR. 


H.M. Representative in San Salvador reports the 
publication of a Decree in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ”’ of 
11th October, laying down rules to be observed in the 
clearance of samples by commercial travellers visit- 
ing Salvador, 

The object of the Decree is to prevent sales of 
samples direct to consumers. Under this Decree every 
commercial traveller must be provided with a certifi- 
cate issued by the competent authority in the country 
of domicile of those whom he represents and endorsed 
by the Consul of Salvador, establishing his character 
as such. No fee is charged for the Consular visa. It 
is suggested that British travellers should obtain the 
identity card issued by British Chambers of 
Commerce. 


Samples of no commercial value are admitted free 
of duty, only those rendered unfit for any other use 
being so regarded. Samples of value will be admitted 
on the basis of a guarantee for the value of the duties 
plus a surcharge of 25 per cent. of the duties. ‘The 
guarantee is to be in the form of a cash deposit or a 
bond given by-a local banking house or merchant. 
‘he guarantee serves to cover the export of the samples 
within a maximum period of six months from the date 
of importation. If they are not exported at the end of 
that period the duties shall be considered to become 
the property of the Treasury, and the guarantee given 
shall be made effective. Refund is made in respect of 
the samples actually re-exported, duty being retained 
on those which may have been sold to registered mer- 
chants in Salvador. 


In order to facilitate clearance of samples from the 
Customs, commercial travellers must present a com- 
plete list of the samples brought by them. This list 
must be endorsed by a Salvadorean Consul. No charge 
is to be made for the endorsement. 


In the case of a commercial traveller arriving in 
Salvador without the certificate referred to above, he 
must sign a sworn declaration in the Custom House 
to the effect that he is a commercial traveller, naming 
the firms represented, and affirming that he will not 
sell his samples direct to the consumer, 


Pedlars and other merchants selling directly to con- 
sumers are not considered as commercial travellers 
and must pay duties in full on goods brought by them, 
plus a surcharge of 25 per cent. 


JUGO-SLAV EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS. 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 
22nd November (page 643), the British Minister at 
Jelorade has forwarded translation of certain further 
regulations concerning the sale of foreign exchange t 
Jugo-Slav subjects and foreign citizens resident i 
Jugo-Slavia. These regulations provide that sums up 
to 500 dinars may now be purchased once monthly 
without any form of special permit. 


CHILEAN COMPANY LAW. 
A Law, No. 4,404, dated 6th September, 1928, has 
been published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of Chile, of 
10th September, relating to the control of limited

Limited liability and joint stock companies, as well 
as certain classes of mining companies, are made sub- 
ject to inspection by the Inspector-General, with whom 
they are required to register and to deposit various 
particulars, including names of the founders, nature of 
the business, the amount of capital, the number of 
the shares, etc. 

Banks, imsurance companies and other companies 
governed by special laws are exempt from the provi- 
sions of these regulations. 

The Law lays down regulations with regard to the 
powers of the Inspector-General, the activities of 
undertakings dealing with exchange, the liquidation of 
companies and the annual licence fees payable.

AUSTRALIAN IMPORTS OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES, ETC. 

The Office of H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in 
Australia reports that imports during July into the 
Commonwealth of Australia of motor vehicle bodies 
totalled 718, valued at £81,448, of which 21, valued at 
£3,224, came from the United Kingdom. Imports of 
unassembled chassis numbered 6,034, valued at 
£498,853, ot which 651, valued at £94,691, were of 
United Kingdom origin, and those of assembled chassis 
484, valued at £70,910, of which 37, valued at £8,945, 
were imported from the United Kingdom. ‘The value 
of chassis parts imported was £33,354 (U.K. £5,596).

Pneumatic tyre covers to the weight of 216,274 Ibs. 
and a value of £30,719 (U.K. 24,387 Ibs., £5,870) 
were imported; also pneumatic tubes weighing 19,665 
lbs., and valued at £3,001 (U.K. 8,857 Ibs., £792); 389 
rubber tyres, other than pneumatic, valued at £4,374 
(U.K. 145, valued at £1,867), and 854 motor cycles, 
valued at £38,956, of which 777, valued at £34,266, 
were imported from the United Kingdom. 





MOTOR VEHICLES IN INDIA. 


I1.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India and 
Ceylon reports that 726 motor vehicles were registered 
in the Bengal Presidency during the quarter ended 
d0th September. The total was made up of 587 cars, 
109 omnibuses, 14 public conveyances, and 66 lorries. 
In the Punjab 647 vehicles were registered in June 
quarter, as compared with 488 in March quarter. 
These totals included 206 and 201 cars and 368 and 260 
lorries respectively. 


MOTOR VEHICLES IN GERMANY. 


According to a statement received from the British 
Commercial Secretary at Berlin, the number of motor 
vehicles registered in Germany on Ist July last was 
933,312, as compared with 723,935 on Ist July, 1927, 
and 571,893 on Ist Julv, 1926. 

Motor eycles accounted for 438,288 of the total, as 
against 839,226 and 263,345 respectively in the two 
preceding years. Motor vehicles (excluding omnibuses) 
driven by combustion engines, aggregated 342,103, 
against 261,142 and 201,401, and ears driven by 
electro-motors or other engines totalled 681. Omni- 
buses amounted to 8,596, against 6,632 and 5,086, 
lorries to 121,765, against 100,969 and 90,029, tractors 
without loading space to 19,007, against 13,706 and 
10,263, and fire-brigade cars and _ street-cleaning 
machines to 2,872, against 2,260 and 1,769. 





According to a statement received from the Oftice 
of the British Commercial Secretary at Buda-Pest, the 
number of motor vehicles in use in Hungary at the end 
of September was 23,163, as compared with 22,290 at 
the close of August. The total was made up of 9,777 
private cars (9,435 in August), 1,172 taxicabs (1,150), 
478 omnibuses (463), 8,355 commercial vehicles 
(3,233), 7,811 motor cycles (7,465), and 570 other 
kinds (as against 544 in August). 

Of the total of 23,163 motor vehicles of all descrip- 
tions, 18,126 were in use in Buda-Pest, the details 
being as follows: —Private cars, 5,305; taxicabs, 846; 
omnibuses, 159; commercial vehicles, 1,840; motor 
cycles, 4,568; and miscellaneous vehicles, 408. 


MOTOR VEHICLES IN SWEDEN. 


The British Commercial Seeretary at Stockholm 
reports that, according to figures published in ‘* Svensk 


Motortidning,’’ the number of motor vehicles, by 
elasses, in use in Sweden on 30th June last was as

MARKET FOR MOTOR CARS IN SPAIN. 


According to figures supplied by the British Com- 
mercial Secretary at Madrid, the principal provincial 
markets for motor cars imported into Spain during the 
first six months of 1928 were as follows: — 

Bareelona, 38,339; Madrid, 2,765; Seville, 849; 
Valencia, 815; Vizeaya, 509; Oviedo, 426; Jaén, 412; 
Guipiizeoa, 409; Zaragoza, 348; Murcia, 344; Cérdoba, 
843; Corunna, 333; Gerona, 309; Alicante, 307; and 
Lérida, 300. 

Registrations effected in other parts of Spain 
brought the total for the period named to 16,497, 
making the total registrations of motor cars in Spain 
up to that date 181,215. 


MOTOR VEHICLES IN THE LEBANON. 

The Acting British Consul-General at Beyrout re- 
ports that 2,510 motor cars and 240 motor trucks and 
omnibuses were registered in the Lebanon during the 
first ten months of the present year.

BRITISH INDIA. 





CONDITIONS AND PROSPECTS OF 
BRITISH TRADE. 


Authorities are unanimous in the view that the im- 
provement in economic conditions in India during the 
past year was most marked, and that the effects of the 
post-war trade depression are at last being dissipated, 
states Mr. Thomas M. Ainscough, C.B.E., M.Com.., 
F.R.G.S., H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India 
and Ceylon in his *Report on the Conditions and Pro- 
spects of british Trade in India. 

This has been due, firstly, to better economic condi- 
tions in the principal markets of the world, with the 
noteworthy exceptions of the Soviet Union and China; 
secondly, to the resulting stability in world prices, 
which appear to be at last finding a post-war position 
of equilibrium; thirdly, to the advantages accruing 
from the stabilisation of the rupee; and, lastly, to 
favourable conditions in the country itself, 

The monsoon, for the sixth year in succession, was 
a good one, and although floods caused considerable 
damage in Gujerat and certain districts in Bengal, 
crops in general were bountiful. The exports of Indian 
merchandise showed a considerable increase, to which, 
with the exception of raw cotton, all the principal 
items contributed. Shipments of raw jute were 
184,000 tons higher than in the previous year, and ex- 
port of jute manufactures showed a slight increase. 
Exports of grain, pulse and flour advanced by over 
Rs. 34 crores in value, largely due to increased ship- 
ments of wheat. Material increases are also to be re- 
corded in the trade in tea and hides and skins. A 
(lecrease in the exports of raw cotton, amounting to 
500,000 bales in quantity and 11 crores in value, was 
mainly due to reduced shipments to Japan, probably 
resulting from that country’s financial difheulties 
during a part of the year and also to the temporary 
substitution by Japanese spinners of large quantities 
of American cotton purchased at the end of 1926, 
when prices of middling American were abnormally 
low, 

The import trade of the country rose by nearly 19 
crores of rupees, the most noteworthy features being 
an advance of 2 crores in the receipts of raw cotton 
from the United States and of nearly 2 crores in the 
arrivals of mineral oils, largely due to the heavy ship- 
ments of Soviet oil from Black Sea ports. In manu- 
factured goods iron and steel imports advanced by 
nearly 5 crores, machinery by nearly 24 crores, railway 
plant by 14 crores, and vehicles (largely motor 
vehicles) by 14 crores. The trade in imported cotton 
yarns and piece-goods, however, only advanced by 
11 lakhs to a total of over 65 crores. The quantitative 
improvement, however, was greater than is apparent 
from a study of the values, inasmuch as the prices of 
piece-goods, iron and steel, and machinery were all on 
« lower level than in the previous vear, 

The value of the total imports increased, as com- 
pared with 1926-27, by 8 per cent., and amounted to 
fis. 250 crores, while the total exports, including re- 
exports, also rose by Rs. 19 crores, or 6 per cent., to 
ts. 829 crores. ‘The exports of Indian merchandise 
showed an increase of Rs. 18 crores, or 6 per cent., 
and re-exports of Rs. 1,53 lakhs, or 19 per cent. The 
grand total of imports, exports and _ re-exports 
amounted to Rs. 579 crores, as against Rs. 541 crores, 
an increase of Rs. 38 crores, or 7 per cent. The 
balance of trade in merchandise in favour of India rose 
from Rs. 79 crores to nearly Rs. 82 crores. This was

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liquidated to the extent of 32 crores by imports of 
precious metals, leaving a total visible balance of 
trade of Is. 49-68 crores. 

The strengthening of the financial position of the 
Government of India, year by year, as a result of 
greater prosperity and a far-sighted financial policy, 
continued during the year under review. For the 
financial year 1927-28, the revised estimate, like the 
original Budget, exhibited neither a surplus nor a de. 
ficit. For the year 1928-29 a surplus is estimated of 
Rs. 2,63 lakhs, but it is proposed to utilise Rs. 2,58 
lakhs of this for the complete extinction of the provin. 
cial contributions, leaving a small credit balance of 
Rs. 5lakhs. ‘This marks an important epoch. As Sir 
Basil Blackett stated, the provinces can now proceed 
to carry out their local development schemes with the 
certainty that no part of their revenues will be diverted 
to the Central Government. Similarly the Central 
Government will be free to turn their minds on the 
one hand to new directions in which money can be use. 
fully laid out for India’s advancement, and on the 
other hand to the readjustment of the burden of 
taxation, 

It is difficult to assess the precise effects of the sta- 
bilisation of the rupee in relation to gold; there is little 
doubt, however, that the spirit of security and confi- 
dence which is engendered by a stable currency has 
contributed to the favourable results of the year, and, 
by the elimination of that element of uncertainty and 
speculation which is such a handicap to the transac- 
tion of all sound business, will continue to be a strong 
factor in the promotion of India’s economic prosperity, 


INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS. 


The jute, tea and engineering industries were fairly 
prosperous during the year, but the Bombay cotton 
mill industry continued to be depressed, although it 
is generally anticipated that the mills will show better 
results for 1927 than during the preceding year, largely 
owing to the purchases of exceptionally cheap Ameri- 
can cotton at the beginning of 1927 and the subsequent 
rise in its value. This advantage, however, was lost 
during the last two or three months of the year when 
these stocks were exhausted. On the average about 
10 per cent. of the looms and 20 per cent. of the 
spindles in Bombay remained idle during the year, 
vet, in spite of this, stocks at the close of 1927 showed 
an increase of 30 per cent. for cloth and 15 per cent. 
for yarn. Heavy imports of Japanese and Chinese 
varns rendered profitable working very difficult, al- 
though it must be admitted that the cotton mill indus- 
try in other parts of India, such as Cawnpore, the 
Central Provinces, and Madras, was comparatively 
prosperous. The prolonged strike, which began in 
April, 1928, has had the effect of reducing stocks, and 
may, in the long run, prove a blessing in disguise. 

A serious wave of labour unrest has swept through 
the country since the beginning of 1928. It began 
as a result of the efforts of the railway authorities to 
reduce the number of redundant men employed in the 
railway workshops. The authorities were prepared to 
effect the reduction as gradually and with as little 
hardship as possible, but the workmen struck in the 
Khargpur shops of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway in Feb- 
ruary, and a serious strike of four months’ duration 
occurred at the East Indian Railway’s shops at Lil- 
looah. Strikes also took place at several of the private 
engineering works in Caleutta, whose men were influ- 
enced by the railway employees. 

Discontent had for some time been apparent at the 
Tata Iron and Steel Works, in spite of the efforts ol 
the company to arrive at a fairer adjustment of rates 
of pay, and sectional strikes were frequent when, in 
April, the company announced a general scheme of 
bonus on production, amounting to Rs. 10 lakhs per 
annum, which it was thought would meet labour 
demands. This did not meet with the response which 
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was anticipated, and as production was being rendered 
impossible by hartals and sectional stoppages, the 
company Closed the works on Ist June, damped down 
the furnaces and waited until the men were prepared 
to meet them on common ground. 


In all these strikes one sees ‘the attempt to resist 
the inevitable raising of efficiency in Indian industry 
by the greater use of improved machinery and organi- 
sation Which must result in a reduction in the number 
of workers employed in individual concerns. Such a 
period of dislocation was aimost inevitable during the 
change-over from the effete old methods, with a large 
force of ill-paid and inefficient labour, to the new and 
efficient systems, with the increased use of machinery 
end labour-saving devices involving the employment 
of a reduced but more highly skilled and better paid 
labour force. ‘There can be no doubt that the newer 
methods will prevail and that Indian industry will 
emerge from the crisis on a sounder and more com- 
petitive basis. 

The communal riots, which were such a disturbing 
factor in 1926-27, did not seriously interfere with the 
internal movements of merchandise in the year under 
review. The tension between the Hindu and Moslem 
communities is still acute, but the outbreaks which 
occurred were, fortunately, not in the large trade 
centres. The extreme political element have also 
little influence in trading circles, and there is such 
a strong Indian vested interest in the distribution of 
imported goods that they are able to defend them- 
selves against any sporadic movement of this kind 
which affects their livelihood. 


There is no doubt, however, that the racial feeling 
among the younger generation of Indians, particularly 
in Bengal, is bound to have some influence on the 
sales of British goods. As Mr. Ainscough frequently 
pointed out, however, there is very little sentiment 
of any kind shown in the transaction of Indian busi- 
uess. Price is the controlling factor. It is therefore 
doubtful whether our foreign competitors have scored 
trom political feeling to any material extent. 


Tue Import TRADE OUTLOOK. 


The following remarks with which Mr. Ainscough 
concluded the forecast in his Report for the year 1926- 
27 apply with almost greater force to the situation 
to-day :— 

India stands to-day on a firmer economic basis than 
she has ever done. Her credit, both internal and 
external, has never been so good. Recurring sur- 
pluses, once the provincial contributions are finally 
remitted by 1929, will probably be applied to the 
reduction of taxation, when it is hoped that favour- 
able consideration will be given to the reduction of 
certain of the import duties which bear heavily on 
trade expansion. Exchange has been stabilised at 
ls. 6d., a rate which is, comparatively speaking, 
favourable to the import trade. The agriculturist is 
prosperous and has probably a greater reserve to-day 
than he has ever had. The stocks of imported goods, 
notably of textiles, are light, and large purchases of 
them are overdue. All these factors point to a 
revival in the import trade during the next twelve 
months. 

So far as cotton textiles are concerned, which con- 
stitute nearly 40 per cent. of British shipments to 
India, the prospects are, on the whole, favourable. 
Stocks are fairly light. The resolutions of the Mar- 
wari Chamber of Commerce in Calcutta have largely 
contributed to this state of affairs in the most im- 
portant market in the country. A study of the index 
numbers of wholesale prices in Calcutta shows that, 
of cotton manufacturers, the annual average for 1927 
was 159, as compared with 173 in the previous year. 
This would appear to be a figure at which the agri- 
culturist can afford, after a succession of good crops, 
to purchase larger quantities. The future largely de- 
pends upon the course of Manchester prices, which 
in turn hinge upon the rates for the new cotton crop. 
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With cloth prices on the basis of shilling cotton as 
they are at present, it is unlikely that any consider- 
able weight of purchases will be made, but should 
Lancashire prices recede, as a result of a larger crop, 
tu the basis of 8d. or even 9d. cotton, it is probable 
that a considerable buying movement for all Indian 
markets will take place towards the end of the year. 


There is every likelihood that imports of iron and 
steel will continue to expand in spite of increased pro- 
duction in India. There is bound to be a check during 
the year 1928-29 to the steadily :ncreasing output of 
the Tata Steel Works on account of the strike, and 
the import trade will probably receive a temporary 
fillip in consequence. Quite apart from this purely 
fortuitous stimulus, however, Mr. Ainscough expresses 
every confidence that the consumption of steel in India 
will increase at a very rapid rate pari passu with the 
general development of the country. The Tata works 
will probably meet a steadily increasing portion of this 
demand, but railway, public works, building and 
eeneral industrial requirements will be so great that 
the market for structural sections, plates, sheets, 
etc., rolled to the British standard specification will 
also continue to expand, particularly in view of the 
lower rates of duties now imposed on British standard 
steel. 

The outlook in the import trade for machinery and 
plant is promising. The british engineering industries 
are bound to benefit from the large schemes of rail- 
way construction, harbour development, irrigation and 
hydro-electric enterprises and bridge building, which 
are dealt with in Chapter IV and elsewhere in Mr. 
Ainscough’s Report. In Chapter II, however, will 
be found a description of the changed methods of pur- 
chase which will result from the inauguration of the 
rupee tender system for Government stores. ‘The 
extent to which British engineering firms will be suc- 
cessful will largely depend upon their readiness to 
adapt their Indian policy to the changed conditions 
and to develop a thoroughly efficient sales, technical 
and service organisation on the spot. Apart from the 
requirements of the Government, the steady progress 
which is being made throughout the country in the 
application of power to small industries, agricultural 
operations and lighting is certain to result in an in- 
creasing demand for boilers, prime movers, and elec- 
trical plant. The imports of textile machinery are 
also likely to reflect the prosperity of the jute industry 
and the recovery and modernisation of the cotton 
mills. Mining and oil-well engineering provide an im- 
proving market for plant of all kinds, while the demand 
for specialties such as sewing and knitting machines, 
typewriters, etc., grows apace. 

After the period of acute depression, through which, 
with few exceptions, Indian industries have passed 
during the past few years, there are now unmistakable 
signs of recovery. ‘This should stimulate the demand 
for the innumerable miscellaneous items of equipment, 
plant and stores which—in the aggregate—amount to 
a very large sum and constitute a valuable British 
trade, 


IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


It is satisfactory to note that the steady reduction 
in the United Kingdom’s share of the import trade, 
which fell by no less than 10 per cent. in the previous 
three years, has at last been checked. The figure of 
47-7 per cent. for the fiscal year 1927-28 is actually 
one decimal point lower than the previous year, but in 
view of the greatly increased imports of raw materials 
in which the United Kingdom has no interest, the 
figure, so far as competitive goods are concerned, is 
really considerably higher. Imports from the United 
Kingdom advanced by 9 crores of rupees from Rs. 110 
erores to Rs. 119 crores, which is all the more remark- 
abie when one considers that the values of the British 
shipments of cotton textiles, which constitute 40 per 
cent. of the British trade, were actually reduced. 
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The result is due to greatly increased shipments of 
iron and steel, machinery, railway plant, hardware, 
motor cars, motor cycles, cycles and other manufac- 
tured goods, which involve a material strengthening of 
the British position. This improvement continued 
during the first three months of the present fiscal 
vear, and there are grounds for hope that the United 
Kingdom’s relative position will be still further 
strengthened during 1928-29. It should be borne in 
mind that the year 1926-27 included the general strike 
and the prolonged coal stoppage, and stocks of British 
goods in India had to be replenished. ‘This process 
was completed many months ago and progress still 
continues. Any material relative improvement in the 
British share of the cotton textile trade would prob- 
ably advance the total percentage figure by several 
points. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION. 


Foreign competition now enters into practically 
every trade, including those which have hitherto been 
almost exclusively British. The outstanding features 
of the past year have been intensified American 
competition in machinery, motor cars, rubber tyres, 
electrical apparatus and fents; increased shipments 
from Germany of dyes, chemicals, hardware, machin- 
ery, artificial silk and woollen piece-goods; an advance 
of nearly 2 crores in the value of the imports of grey, 
white and coloured piece-goods from Japan; larger 
purchases of Italian artificial silk yarn and piece-goods, 
woollens and coloured woven and dyed cotton goods, 
and a continuance of severe Belgian competition in 
iron and steel and railway material. There are several 
features, however, which deserve special mention. 


American.—There has been a material increase

American cotton, purchased in the early months of 
1927 when the disparity in price between the American 
and the Indian staple had almost disappeared; this is 
likely to be a temporary phase. Imports of motor 
cars rose by nearly Rs. 77 lakhs, and of tyres by over 
Rs. 80 lakhs, while instruments and apparatus, ma- 
chinery, building materials, boots and shoes and toilet 
requisites were all higher. Apart from raw materials 
such as mineral oils and raw cotton, which last year 
contributed nearly 50 per cent. of the United States 
trade, American competition is keenest either in those 
standardised articles such as motor cars, typewriters, 
etc., where American prices are extremely favourable 
and where the manufacturers take a very close per- 
sonal interest in the distribution, or in industrial ma- 
chinery, tools, electrical equipment, boots and shoes, 
toilet requisites, ete. In a recent Report on the South 
American markets the Deputy Minister of Commerce, 
Canada, stated that British brains, capital and experi- 
ence were now employed in increasing the trade of the 
United States at the expense of Great Britain, and 
this was largely because American exporters, recognis- 
ing the qualifications of British commission houses, 
were enlisting their services “* by giving larger com- 
missions, attending more strictly to the needs of the 
country, manufacturing what is wanted, sending out 
factory experts and mechanics and also expert sales- 
men, and giving service after the sale is made.’’ This 
might be said with almost equal truth with regard to 
the Indian market. The American manufacturer ap- 
pears also to have grasped the fact that he must follow 
up his goods until they reach the hands of the con- 
sumer. The United States Government is actively 
supporting this campaign, which is aimed at securing 
a greater share of India’s trade. Active Consular 
posts are established at Calcutta, Bombay, Karachi, 
Madras, and Rangoon, and at least four Trade Com- 
missioners are stationed in the country who report 
to, and are under the control of the Bureau of Foreign 
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and Domestic Commerce, Washington. LEvery effort 
is being made by reports and interviews to interest 
the American manufacturer in the Indian market, 

German.—The past year witnessed.a decline in im. 
ports from Germany from 16-9 crores of rupees to 
15-3 crores. The percentage share fell from 7-3 to 6-1, 
which brings it just below the pre-war figure of 6-4, 
German shipments in 1926-27 were temporarily swollen 
by over a crore’s worth of beet sugar, imported when 
Java prices were high. This trade has now ceased, 
German shippers have regained their hold on the trade 
ian dyes and are making a determined bid for the valu. 
«ble business in heavy chemicals and drugs. They are 
actively competing in machinery of all kinds and in the 
innumerable items of cheap hardware and sundries 
used in the bazaars. Wherever low-priced goods are re. 
quired and quality is not the main desideratum, Ger. 
man shippers can frequently undercut British prices 
to the extent of from 10 to 25 per cent. 

Japanese.—Imports from Japanduring the year roge 
from Rs, 16-5 crores to Rs. 17-9 crores, while the per. 
centage advanced from 7-1 to 7-2. Japanese competi. 
tion in textiles is dealt with at some length in Chapter 
V. of Mr. Ainscough’s Report. The main features 
during the year were increases of Rs. 1-23 crores in grey 
piece-goods, nearly Rs. 6 lakhs in bleached goods and 
Rs. 88 lakhs in coloured goods. There was a reduction 
of nearly a crore’s worth of cotton yarns. Apart from 
these textile items and one or two miscellaneous lines 
such as crockery, Japan’s shipments to India do not 
come into direct competition with British products but 
compete more with Germany and Czechoslovakia. 

The share of Italy in the import trade of India 
before the war was only 1 per cent. During the years 
1926-27 and 1927-28 it has remained steady at 2-7 per 
cent. Imports of Italian goods rose from Rs. 6:2 crores 
in 1926-27 to Rs. 6-7 crores in the year under review, 
the increases being principally in coloured cotton 
goods, artificial silk mixtures and woollen piece-goods, 
The value of Italian motor cars imported declined by 
about a lakh.

Rs. 6-8 crores to Rs. 7-5 crores and the percentage 
from 2-9 to 3-0. As usual, iron and steel manufac- 
tures accounted for more than half the trade. Im. 
ports of steel bars rose from Rs. 84 to Rs. 103 lakhs, 
structural steel sections from Rs. 33 to Rs. 62 lakhs, 
while plain sheets fell from Rs. 38 to Rs. 36 lalchs, 
and hoops and strips from Rs. 16 to Rs. 13 lakhs. A 
striking feature of the returns has been the heavy 
imports of Belgian railway material, amounting to 
ts. 164 lakhs on Government account and Rs. 59 
lakhs on account of company-operated railways. This 
represents, in the main, very large contracts for steel 
sleepers placed by the Director-General of Stores, 
London, with Belgian rollers in 1926 and early 192% 
at very low prices. An import of Rs. 62 lakhs’ worth 
of precious stones is also noteworthy. Cheap Belgian 
window glass has a firm hold in this market, and there 
is also a trade in cotton and woollen piece-goods. In 
view of the importance of Antwerp as the port of ship- 
ment for the products of a large area in western Ger- 
many and northern France, it is likely that many of 
the items credited to Belgium in the Customs returns 
are in fact German and French goods in transit. 


MARKETING PROBLEMS. 


In his message to the Advertising Convention 
at Birmingham, H.R.H. the Prince of Wales 
recently stressed the importance of new and scientific 
methods of marketing which are demanded by 
modern conditions. This need for improved mat: 
keting systems lies at the heart of the British trade 
position in India to-day, and the crux of the matter 
is adequate representation. For the last ten years 
in his Reports Mr. Ainscough has consistently empha 
sised the fact that the British manufacturer can no 
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longer afford to leave the marketing of his products 
entirely in the hands of others, but must himself take 
an interest in, and generally supervise the processes of 
selling, propaganda and advertising until the goods 
actually reach the ultimate consumer. After 21 years’ 
business and official experience in two of our greatest 
markets, India and China, he can state with firm 
conviction that the marvellous industrial strength of 
the United Kingdom is to a large extent dissipated, 
and British manufacturers fail to obtain their due 
share of the trade of the East owing to the fact that 
our marketing methods are not so scientific or care- 
fully planned, having regard to the needs of each coun- 
iry, as our methods of production. An authority re- 
cently stated with great truth that ‘‘ this great nation 
of manufacturers must become a nation of salesmen 
before it can hope to compete sucessfully in the world’s 
markets.”’ There is evidence of increased attention 
being paid to the specific needs of India, the greatest of 
aJl our markets, by a number of the more powerful 
British concerns during the past few years, but corre- 
spondence with hundreds of British manufacturing 
firms each year shows that the great majority have 
not yet appreciated the changed conditions in India 
which tend to weaken our position and which call for 
revised methods and organisation in order to meet 
them. 

The number of efficient, modern selling organisa- 
tions adequately covering the Indian market and mak- 
ing full use of present-day methods of propaganda 
and advertising is extraordinarily few. The distribu- 
tion of cigarettes, kerosene, certain chemical products, 
soap and sewing machines are outstanding examples 
of efficient marketing. In the case of heavy machin- 
ery and plant of all kinds the manufacturers have in 
most cases established their own branches staffed with 
both commercial men and engineers. In the great 
majority of cases, however, British manufacturers 
have been content to leave the whole question of sell- 
ing and distributing methods entirely in the hands of 
their mereantile agents in India. They have been 
prone to consider that once they received payment for 
the goods in London their interest in them ceased. 
They have not realised that mercantile agents in India 
have, as a rule, far too many irons in the fire to give 
close personal attention to any one agency unless they 
are assisted and prompted to do so by the manufac- 
turer. 

The only solution is for the producer to take a per- 
sonal interest in the market and to realise that, with- 
cut the expenditure of capital and trouble, he cannot 
hope to have his goods adequately distributed. Ina 
certain number of instances, where business is con- 
ducted on a large scale, a branch in India is indicated, 
In other cases, and particularly where a machine, ap- 
pliance or article requiring special knowledge is being 
sold, the maker should attach his own expert to the 
staff of the agent, so that technical advice and service 
may be available on the spot. Where the manufac- 
turer employs agents for the sale of a non-technical 
commodity, he should realise that it is too much to 
expect any local firm to undertake heavy expenditure 
on travelling, demonstration and propaganda work for 
a mere 5 per cent. commission on sales. In the case 
where a traveller is employed who is either resident in 
India, which is the more satisfactory procedure, or 
merely visits the country each cold weather, it should 
be borne in mind that a subsidy is required to cover 
advertising and other propaganda expenditure, includ- 
ing extensive travelling, and the manufacturer should 
make it his business to make sure that the territory 
is not too large to be adequately worked and that this 
subsidy is spent in the right way. 

In conclusion, the manufacturer should realise that 
he has an interest in his goods until they reach the 
consumer. Unless he is prepared to put in a sales 
organisation himself or to insist that his agents should 
maintain an efficient organisation, he will run the risk 
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of losing the trade. The pace, in any market, is that 
set by the most efficient competitor. In his Report 
ior 1919 Mr. Ainscough dealt with this question of 
representation at great length. In Chapter IT of his 
latest Report he has considered the special efforts 
required to meet the revolutionary change which is 
taking place in the procedure of purchase of Govern- 
ment stores, including railway requirements. Further 
detailed information and advice, including the names 
of, and particulars concerning, prospective agents can 
he obtained from the Indian Section of the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, 35,Old Queen Street, London, 
S.W.1 (where there are duplicates of the extensive 
records accumulated by the Trade Commissioners’ 
Officers in Calcutta and Bombay in the course of ten 
vears’ intensive effort in the market). Finally, British 
manufacturers who have interests in India are strongly 
advised to make a cold weather visit and see for them- 
selves the far-reaching changes which are taking place. 
They will then realise the paramount need for service, 
which is appealed for on all sides, and will appreciate 
the dangers of complacency and the very great and 
sustained efforts which are imperatively required if we 
are to maintain our economic position in India. 





OVERSEAS TRADE OF BOMBAY PRESIDENCY. 


The Report for the previous fiscal year, 1926-27, 
commented on the unsatisfactory results of that year’s 
trading, put stated that there was some reason to hope 
that the worst of the storm had passed. This cautious 
prophecy, writes *Major RK. W. Clarke, H.M. Trade 
Commissioner at Bombay, has been partly realised 
and partly belied. The figures for 1927-28 indicate 
that, after several years of depression, the import 
trade at least has turned the corner. 

Imports of private merchandise rose in value from 
Rs. 76,88 in 1926-27 to Rs. 86,39 crores, or by nearly 
123 per cent., and the improvement has been general. 
The figures were, of course, swollen by the larger 
arrivals of cheap American cotton, but this accounted 
for only Rs. 1,77 crores of the advance. The long- 
delayed revival of the import trade is no doubt a reflec- 
tion of the better conditions prevailing in the United 
Kingdom and Europe generally, and in particular of 
the absence of serious labour trouble and the greater 
stability of the world’s currencies. 

The growing confidence of the Indian consumer is 
in some measure shown by his increased takings of 
merchandise and decreased takings of gold and silver. 
Bombay, which is India’s great bullion market, im- 
ported in 1927-28 nearly Rs. 74 crores less of the pre- 
cious metals than in the previous year, and Rs. 23 
crores less than in 1925-26. It was only the restricted 
imports of bullion that were responsible for the small 
falling-off in the total value of the private foreign trade. 
In merchandise there was a betterment of over Rs. 6 
crores. 

Iixports expanded satisfactorily, with the exception 
—unfortunately a most important one—of raw cotton 
and cotton manufactures. The cotton year was still 
overshadowed by the record American crop of 1926. 
That crop included a great mass of low-quality fibre, 
which competed with Indian cotton, not only in its 
foreign, but also in its domestic markets, so much so 
that no less than 50,000 tons reached Bombay in the 
year under review. The 1926-27 crop in India was 
late, and the 1927-28 crop was good, both in quantity 
and quality. These factors, coupled with the financial 
difficulties experienced by Japan, Bombay’s best con- 
sumer, caused exports to fall by 73,000 tons, and from 
is. 404 to Rs. 31 crores in value.

2 crores of 
this loss. Japan alone, with takings reduced by 80,000 
tons, Was responsible for more than the whole con- 
traction. Stocks in Bombay at the end of March last 
had reached the very high level of 925,000 bales, and 
it would seem that, sooner or later, these must be 
diminished by export. Shipments of Indian piece- 
goods and yarns also declined. Lombay’s mill in- 
dustry, despite a small spurt at the beginning of the 
fiscal year, has not thriven, and an attempt to put 
into operation certain proposals of the Textile Tariff 
Board, designed to make production more efficient, 
only resulted in a strike in January, which later 
became general and still persisted at the time ot 
writing. Sufficient time has hardly elapsed to judge 
of the effects of the measures to aid the industry 
adopted by the Government of India in October, 1927, 
as a result of the Tariff Board’s Report. 

Of other exports, seeds recorded a welcome advance 
of no less than Rs. 4} crores, oilcakes gained Rs, 53 
lakhs, and leather Rs. o $ lakhs, 

The United Kingdom maintained pride of place in 
the total trade of Bormbay, which she had regained in 
the previous year from Japan. Her percentage ad- 
vanced from 25-19 to 28:12, but this was mainly an 
indirect result of the fall in the quantity and value of 
raw cotton shipped to Japan. ‘Trade with the Con 
tinent of Kurope improved satisfactorily from 22-97 to 
26°27 per cent. The United States’ share rose from 
5-56 to 7-17 per cent., owing to the abnormal receipts 
of American cotton. 

The volume of Bombay's trade, 
cotton, has increased considerably. 
larly marked on the import side, where, despite < 
general fall in prices, the value of the trade has risen 
noticeably, and the volume, therefore, even more. 
The coasting trade of the Presidency has shown a 
distinct revival, as, while imports fell off by Rs. 2,62 
crores during the year under survey, exports advanced

PROPERTIES OF BREEZE AND CLINKER 
AGGREGATES AND METHODS OF TESTING. 


Since the publication, a year ago, of a Report upon 
the general properties of breeze and clinker and their 
use as concrete aggregates, work has been in progress 
at the Building Research Station of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research on the causes of 
failure experienced with concrete made with these 
materials. 

In a *Bulletin just issued a survey of these causes 

presented in non-technical language, and two simple 
methods of testing the soundness of breeze and clinker 
weregates are given. These tests have been designed 
for use on the job, without the aid of laboratory 
apparatus. It is hoped that these tests may help to 
minimise failure and to assist the builder to select and 
use with confidence a cheap material, which, if free 
from harmful constituents, possesses properties which 
make it suitable for a number of purposes. 

A complete account of the investigations upon which

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MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES OF QUEBEC, 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa has 
recently issued a Report on the Manufacturing In- 
dustries of the Province of Quebee for the calendar 
vear 1926. 

There were operating during the year 7,164 estab- 
lishments, capitalised at 1,216,975,958 dollars, and 
employing 181,173 persons, whose salaries and wages 
totalled 189,445,146 dols. The gross value of pro- 
ducts reached 905,300,824 dols.; the cost of materials 
used was 442,927,613 dols., and the primary power 
equipment 1,994,062 horse power, 

The leading industry of the Province in point of 
production was pulp and paper, with cotton in second 
place, and tobacco, cigars and cigarettes in third 
place. In capital investment the pulp and paper in- 
dustry again leads, with electric-power plants second 
and the cotton industry third. Other leading indus- 
tries were those connected with the manufacture of 
railway rolling stock, flour- and grist-mill products, 
leather boots and shoes, butter and cheese, ete. 


The extent to which the manufacturing industries 
of Quebec have now surpassed agricultural production 
in their annual output value is shown by the fact that 
the total value of all farm products in the Province in 
1926 reached 275,707,000 dols. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the 
week ended 24th November the following quantities 
of South African produce were shipped to United 
Kingdom ports:—Wool, scoured, bales, 544; grease, 
bales, 13,990; mohair, bales, 453; hides, wet, bales, 
200, dry, bales, 931; sheepskins, bales, 609; goatskins, 
bales, 101; wattle bark, tons, 112; ostrich feathers, 
cases, 3; bitter aloes, cases, 25; eggs, cases, 8,757;

The Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelli- 
gence Bureau in London reports that exports of cocoa 
from Gold Coast Colony during November amounted 
to 29,357 tons, as compared with 13,388 tons in the 
previous month and 22,513 tons in November, 1927. 





INDIAN WEATHER, CROPS AND PRICES. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Caleutta, reports as follows to the Indian ‘Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated: — 


Rainfall.—Caleutta, 3rd December: During the 
week ended 2nd December rainfall was nearly general 
in the Western Himalayas on two days and in the 
North-West Frontier Province, Sind, Baluchistan, 
South-West Punjab, East Punjab, the West United 
Provinces and East Rajputana on one day. Elsewhere 
the weather was dry except for local or few falls of 
rain. 

Crops.—Bihar and Orissa, 26th November: There 
was norain. Standing crops are doing well.—Madras, 
24th November: ltainfall was moderate in the south, 
on the west coast, in the Nilgiri Hills and parts of the 
central districts. The condition of standing crops 
generally is fair to good.—Bengal, 28th November: 
The weather was dry. Agricultural operations are 
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progressing favourably. Standing crops are doing well. 
—Central Provinces, 26th November: The weather 
was clear and cool with occasional clouds. The con- 
dition of standing crops is generally good in the 
feudatory States. Standing crops are doing well.— 
Punjab, 26th November: The weather was dry, and 
rain is badly needed in the Hissar, Rohtak, Gurgaon, 
Ambula and Jullundhur districts. The condition of 
standing irrigated crops is generally average to good, 
and of unirrigated crops below the average. Cotton 
has been damaged by insect pests in many districts, 
and the condition is below normal throughout. In 
Lyallpur recent rains have retarded boll-worm attacks 
on American cotton and somewhat improved the Desi 
variety.—Assam, 38rd December: The weather was 
seasonable and crop prospects are fair. 


INTERMEDIATE Crop REporTs. 


Sesamum.—Central Provinces and Berar: Light to 
moderate rain in October benefited the crop through- 
out, and the estimated condition has been raised from 
100 to 105 per cent. of normal.—Bengal: The weather 
has been satisfactory, and the condition is estimated 
at 86 per cent. of normal.—Bihar and Orissa: The 
estimated average condition has been raised from 93 
to 95 per cent. of normal.—Santal Perganas: The 
estimated condition has been raised from 100 to 117 
per cent.—Punjab: The estimated condition has been 
reduced from 86 to 76 per cent. of normal owing to the 
drought in October and damage by pests in parts of 
some districts.—United Provinces: The condition is 
unchanged. 


Sesamum and Groundnut.—Bombay: [Early varie- 
ties have been harvested, and late crops are progress- 
ing well in Guzerat, but rains during October slightly 
spoiled crops in places in the Deccan, especially the 
south and Karnatik. 


Groundnut.—Burma: The condition is unchanged. 


Wholesale Price Index (revised).—The Indian Com- 
mercial Intelligence Department, Calcutta, announces 
that the wholesale price index number for October is 
148, as compared with 142 for September. 





TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS TRADE. 


According to the Turks and Caicos Trade Report 
for 1927, imports and exports last year amounted in 
value to £47,693 and £24,063, as compared with 
£48,850 and £35,936 respectively in 1926. 


The chief imports were:—Cotton goods, £3,711; 
wood, lumber, £3,629; flour, £3,235; spirits, £2,686; 
sugar, £1,664; lard, £1,592; hominy and meal corn, 
£1,469; beef and pork (salted), £1,372; machinery, 
£1,334; oils, £1,220; and milk (condensed), £1,211. 
As regards exports, the principal items were: Salt, 
£19,015; sponges, £3,004; conchs, £588; turtle shell, 
£383; and sisal, £109. 


The imports came chiefly from the United States, 
£32,885; the United Kingdom, £5,447; Canada, 
£3,868; Jamaica, £2,226; and Santo Domingo, £1,489; 
while the principal recipients of the produce of the 
Islands were:—Canada, £11,837; and the United 
States, £8,349. 





COSTA RICAN CONSULAR TAX MODIFIED. 


H.M. Consul at San José has forwarded copy of a 
Law (No. 13) dated 22nd October which revises, as 
from 1st January next, the Consular Tax levied on 
goods imported into Costa Rica. At present, this tax 
is levied at the rate of 2 per cent. of the total amount 
of Customs duty payable, but from the 1st January 
next the rate of the tax will be, in general, 1 per cent.

Invoice. In the case of liquors the rate of the tax will 
be 2 per cent. and for articles of prime necessity 4 per 
cent. The tax will be collected by the Customs at the 
time of payment of Customs duty. Three copies of 
the Consular invoice will be required. 


Further regulations are to be drawn up by the 
Kxecutive, but these are not yet available, and H.\|. 
Consul recommends that shippers should apply to the 
nearest Costa Rican Consulate for instructions as to 
the proper manner in which shipments to Costa Rica 
should be made after Ist January. 





MALAYAN IRON AND STEEL IMPORTS. 


According to the Malay States Information Agency 
in London, imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof into Malaya during the first half of this year 
amounted in value to £1,787,577, as compared with 
€1,794,628 during the corresponding period of 1927.

Hungary during the first nine months of the current 
year amounted to 853-3 million pengoes and 572-4 
million pengoes, as compared with 834:3) million 
pengoes and 558 million pengoes respectively in the 
first nine months of 1927. 

During the period January-September last the 
country’s adverse trade balance amounted to 280-9 
million pengoes, as against 276°3 million pengoes and 
81:8 million pengoes respectively in the corresponding 
periods of 1927 and 1926.

CANADA. 


THE MEAT-PACKING INDUSTRY. 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London ) 


According to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, 
the number of meat-packing plants in Canada increased 
considerably during 1927, and there was also an increase 
in the amount of capital investment and in the value 
added to raw materials by manufacturing processes. 

The total value of production of the slaughtering and 
meat packing and allied industries in Canada in 1927 is 
given as 167,220,892 dollars, an advance of 93,801 dols. 


over 1926 and of 3,404,082 dols. over 1925. 


The 1927 value 


is the highest since the period following the war, when the 
industry produced goods for sale at high prices culmiaating 
in a total value production in 1920 of 240,544,618 dols., 
which fell away to 133,740,271 dols. in 1924.

The number cf em- 
ployees rose by 363 to 11,048 and salaries and wages by 
793.612 dols. to a total of 14,551,250 dols. Particularly 
notable is the increase in the value added by manufac- 
turing, Which rose from 27,926,595 dols. in 1926 to 
34,144,531 dols, last year. 

Gains in the quantities of all kinds of meats sold fresh 
were made in 1927. Beef sold fresh increased by over 
10 million lbs., or 2} per cent., as compared with the pre- 
ceding year, the total of 371,907,314 lbs. being worth 
43,295,209 dols., the selling price advancing by 1} cents 
per lb. to an average for the year. of 11) cts. 

The amount of pork marketed fresh increased by 16 per 
cent., or over 1834 million Ibs., a total of 129,985,452 Ibs., 
being worth 22,169,962 dols.; the average selling price 
of 17 cts. per lb. was 2 cts. lower than in 1926. 

Mutton and lamb marketed fresh increased by 7 per 
cent. and veal by 173 per cent., the quantities and values 
being: mutton and lamb, 26,041,531 Ibs., 5,362,015 dois. ; 
veal, 38,465,236 Ibs., 5,247,695 dols. The price of mutton 
and lamb declined from 21} cts. to 20} cts. per lb., while 
veal rose in value from 12} cts. per lb. to 13 cts. 

Against an increase of nearly 43 million lbs. in the 
amount of meats marketed fresh and of a million Ibs. in 
poultry there was a decrease in the total of cured meats 
of 164 million Ibs. Bacon and sides, the most important 
item, declined by 3 million Ibs. to 69,490,192 Ibs., valued 
at 16,932,547 dols. Salted pork decreased by 1-7 million 
lbs. to 47,062,296 Ibs., worth 9,087,760 dols. Hams fell by 
8 million Ibs. to 22,774,765 Ibs., valued at 5,612,678 dols., 
and shoulders by 15-2 million Ibs. to 8,661,587 lbs., worth 
1,773,440 dols. Salted or cured beef increased by 1-4 
million lbs. to a total of 4,505,154 lbs., worth 609,587 dols., 
and there was a rise of over 10 million Ibs. in other un- 
specified cured meats, this item amounting to 29,550,382 
lbs., worth 6,762,375 dols. 

Among the numerous other items of production in. 
creases in the output of sausages, canned and cooked 
meats, lard, shortening and oleo were of greatest im- 
portance, while the production of hides, sheep and calf 
skins, wool, animal tankage, bones and fertilisers was also 
notably higher. 

The total value of the products of the Canadian slaught- 
ering and meat packing industry exported during 1927 
was 39,790,271 dols., compared with 42,188,450 dols. in 
1926. The value of products of the same kind imnorted 
was 20,937,796 dols., as against 19,382,716 dols. in the 
preceding year.

FRANCE. 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-OCTOBER. 


(From the British Ambassador.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first ten 
months of 1928 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 43,499 million francs, as against 42,964 million frs. in 
the first ten months of 1927, an increase of 535 million frs., 
or 1-2 per cent., and that of exports to 41,999 million frs., 
as against 45,062 million frs., a decrease of 3,063 million 
frs., or more than 7 per cent. Imports of foodstuffs fell 
by 1,645 million frs., but there was an increase of 530 
million frs. in those of raw materials and of 1,649 
million frs., or 35 per cent., in manufactured articles. 
Exports of foodstuffs rose by 830 million frs., but there 
was a fall of 3,024 million frs. in those of raw materials 
and of 869 million frs., or more than 3-5 per cent., in 
manufactured articles. 

In the first ten months of 1928 there was an adverse 
balance of visible exchanges amounting to 1,500 million 
frs., as compared with a favourable balance of 2,098 million 
frs. in the corresponding period of last year. 

As regards weight, imports for the first ten months of 
1928 amounted to 40,653,000 tons, as against 41,512,000 
tons in the corresponding period of 1927, a decrease of 
859,000 tons, or about 2 per cent. Exports totalled 
34,465,000 tons, as against 31,354,000 tons, an increase of 
3,110,000 tons, or nearly 10 per cent. Imports of food- 
stuffs fell by over a million tons and those of raw materials 
by 91,000 tons, but there was an increase of 242,000 tons 
in those of manufactured articles. Exports of foodstuffs 
rose by 308,000 tons and of raw materials by 2,827,000 tons, 
but there was a fall of 25,000 tons in those of manufac- 
tured articles.

JAPAN. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE. 


According to the Quarterly Report of Financial and 
Economic Conditions in Japan issued by the Department 
of Finance, Tokio, imports and exports during the first 
half of the current year were valued at 1,179,427,000 yen 
and 943,303,000 yen, as compared with 1,246,306,000 yen 
and 949,064,000 yen respectively in the period January- 
June, 1927. It will be seen, therefore, that on 30th June 
last Japan’s adverse trade balance stood at 236,124,000 
~~ against 297,242,000 yen on the corresponding date 
of 1927. 


Imports, as compared with the first half of 1927, were 
lower by over 66,879,000 yen, while the decline in exports 
was negligible, being no more than 5,761,000 yen. 


The decrease in imports was chiefly accounted for by the 
fall in those of raw cotton (— 103,606,000 yen) and rice 
(— 41,757,000 yen). Imports of oil cake (— 12,254,000 
ven), sugar, petroleum, benzine, etc., also declined. On 
the other hand, increases were recorded in imports of raw 
wool (+ 21,423,000 yen), timber (+ 12,771,000 yen), wheat 
(+ 8,014,000 yen), beans, motor vehicles, and parts thereof. 


As regards export, the chief declines were: raw silk 
(— 28,186,000 yen), cotton varns (— 8,086,000 yen), cotton 
fabrics (— 6,195,000 yen). This was counterbalanced by 
the increase in exports of refined sugar (+ 6,967,000 yen), 
wheat flour (+ 3,497,000 yen), paper, pottery, knitted 
goods, and canned or bottled foods.

LITHUANIA. 
GENERAL ECONOMIC SITUATION. 


The British Consul at Kovno reports that, according to 
preliminary figures, Lithuania’s adverse trade balance 
rose during the third quarter of the current year to 38 
million lits, the total value of imports and exports during 
the first nine months of the current year being 221-3 million 
lits and 182-9 million lits respectively. While the last three 
months of the year are usually the most fruitful, the 
somewhat unfavourable harvest does not afford much 
prospect of substantial recovery in the economic position, 
to which, in an agricultural country such as Lithuania, 
the trade balance may be considered a fairly accurate 
guide. 

There are, however, several factors in the situation of a 
more favourable nature. There is, for instance, the large 
Budget surplus, which, with the balance from the previous 
year, seems not unlikely to rise to some 50 million lits; 
the cautious policy of retaining this surplus on deposit 
with the Bank of Lithuania will doubtless mitigate the 
financial effects of the adverse balance of trade remit- 
tances. It is understood, too, that owing to low prices 
considerable stocks of flax were carried forward from last 
year and are available for realisation. There is also the 
recent signature of a new commercial treaty with 
Germany, which may have beneficial effects on Lithuanian 
husbandry. 

Forr1IGN TRADE IN OCTOBER. 

The preliminary figures for October, however, show a 
more favourable tendency, imports and exports amounting 
to 25-6 million lits and 25-8 million lits respectively. The 
adverse trade balance for the ten months (January- 
October) is, however, still in excess of 38 million lits, As 
compared with September, imports of herrings, raw hides 
and skins, paper and paper goods, glass and glassware, 
sewing machines, agricultural machinery, and iron and 
steel goods during October were larger, but in the cases of 
sugar, chemical manures, bar iron, naphtha, coal, cement, 
and cotton goods they were smaller. As regards exports, 
the October shipments of swine, geese, meat, linseed, ply- 
wood, and cereals were larger than in September, but 
exports of cattle, butter, eggs, pulpwood, cellulose, and 
flax showed a decline. 

In connection with the general economic situation it 
may be of interest to remark that negotiations are reported 
to be proceeding with Italian firms for the purchase of 
the whole of the Lithuanian output of cellulose.

FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that during September last imports and exports amounted 
in value to 272,784,000 zloty (£6, 292,000) and 204,313,000 
zloty (£4,714,000), an excess in value of the former over 
the latter of 68,441,000 zloty (£1,578,000). The deficit 
since the beginning ‘of the year amounts to 780,305,000 
zloty (£18 million).

UNITED KINGDOM. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN OCTOBER, 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in 
the foreign trade during October, 1928, at ports of the 
United Kingdom was 6,793,000 tons, an increase of 5-6 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding figures for 
October, 1927. The greater part of this increase was in 
the trade with the Atlantic coast of North and Central 
America and the West Indies. The British arrivals with 
cargo increased by 212,000 net tons, or 4-9 per cent., and 
the United States arrivals with cargo increased by 109,000 
net tons, or 32-8 per cent., while the French arrivals with 
cargo decreased by 15,000 tons, or 6-8 per cent. Of the 
net tonnage of arrivals with cargo, 67-3 per cent. was 
British, as compared with 67-9 per cent. in October, 1927. 
The arrivals in ballast in the foreign trade during the 
month totalled 3,922,000 net tons, an increase of 4-1 per 
cent. as compared with October, 1927. The British 
tonnage increased by 142,000 net tons, or 5-8 per cent., 
and the Dutch net tonnage increased by 31,000 tons, or 
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United States tonnage increased by 65,000 net tons, or 


42-5 per cent. The Norwegian departures decreased by 
14,000 net tons, or 6-9 per cent., and the French de. 
creased by 34,000 net tons, or 12-9 per cent. Of the net 
tonnage of departures with cargo 70-9 per cent. was 
British, as compared with 71-1 per cent. in October, 1927, 
The net tonnage of the departures in ballast in the foreign 
trade during the month aggregated 3,802,000 tons, an 
increase of 9:7 per cent. as compared with the corre. 
sponding figures for October, 1927. The British departures 
in ballast increased by 219,000 net tons, or 10-3 per cent., 
the Norwegian increased by 25,000 net tons, or 16-0 per 
cent., and the German by 29,000 net tons, or 10-5 per 
cent. The few decreases were relatively small. 

With regard to the coasting trade, the arrivals and 
departures with cargo during October, 1928, show in- 
creases of 3-1 per cent. and 4-8 per cent. respectively, as 
compared with the corresponding figures for October, 1927, 
At the same time, the arrivals in ballast increased by 
1-1 per cent. and the departures in ballast decreased by 
2-1 per cent.

not be subjected to other or higher duties or charges than 
those paid on the like articles the produce or manufac- 
ture of any other foreign country. No prohibition or 
restriction shall be maintained or imposed on the importa- 
tion of any article the produce or manufacture of Canada 
into Czechoslovakia or of any article the produce or manu- 
facture of Czechoslavkia into Canada which shall not 
equally extend to the importation of like articles being the 
produce or manufacture of any other foreign country. This 
provision is not applicable to articles which constitute a 
State monopoly nor to the sanitary and other prohibitions 
occasioned by the necessity of protecting the safety of the 
State, of persons or of animals or plants. 


ARTICLE 2. 

Articles the produce or manufacture of Canada exported 
to Czechoslovakia and articles the produce or manufacture 
of Czechoslovakia exported to Canada shall not be sub- 
jected to other or higher duties or charges than those paid 
on the like articles exported to any other foreign country. 
Nor shall any prohibition or restriction be imposed on the 
exportation of any article from Canada to Czechoslovakia 
or from Czechoslovakia to Canada which shall not equally 
extend to the exportation of the like articles to any other 
foreign country. 

ARTICLE 3. 


Articles the produce or manufacture of Canada passing 
in transit through Czechoslovakia and articles the produce 
or manufacture of Czechoslovakia passing in transit 
through Canada shall be reciprocally free from all transit 
duties whether they pass through direct or whether during 
transit they are unloaded, warehoused or reloaded. 


ARTICLE 4. 

It is understood that in all matters governing the im- 
port, export and transit of merchandise Czechoslovakia 
grants to Canada and Canada grants to Czechoslovakia 
the treatment of the most favoured nation. 


ARTICLE 5. 

To enjoy the benefit of the tariff advantages provided 
for in the foregoing articles, without prejudice to the 
stipulations of Article 4, goods the produce or manufac- 
ture of Czechoslovakia shall be conveyed without trans- 
shipment from a port of Czechoslovakia, such being under- 
stood to be a port of a foreign country in which Czecho- 
slovakia has defined rights under treaties to which Canada 
is a party, or from a port of a country enjoying the benefit 
of the Preferential or Intermediate Tariff, into a sea or 
river port of Canada. 

ARTICLE 6. 

The present Convention, after being approved by the 
Parliament of Canada and by the competent authority on 
the part of Czechoslovakia, shall be ratified and the ratifi- 
cation shall be exchanged at Ottawa as soon as possible. 
[t shall come into force fifteen days after the exchange of 
ratifications, and shall be binding upon the Contracting 
arties during four years from the date of its coming into 
force. In case neither of the Contracting Parties shall 
have given notice to the other twelve months before the 
expiration of the said period of four years of its intention 
to terminate the present Convention it shall remain in 
force until the expiration of one year from the date on 
which either of the Contracting Parties shall have given 
to the other notice of its intention to terminate it.

SPECIAL OR DUMPING DUTY ON ARTIFICIAL 
SILK FABRICS FROM THE UNITID KINGDOM, 
With reference to the notice in the “ Journal ’”’ of 25th 
October (page 537) respecting the Canadian Customs Order 
(No. 121) relating to the application of special or dumping 
duty to fabrics composed wholly or in part of artificial 
sili, imported from Great Britain, the following is the 
text of a revised Order on the subject (No. 137), dated 
3th November. The original Order or Memorandum 
No. 121 is cancelled by the new Order :— 
It is ordered that special duty or dumping duty shall 
without exemption allowance apply to fabrics com- 
posed wholly or in part of silk or artificial silk. 


INSTRUCTIONS. 

Particular attention is drawn to fabrics composed 
wholly or in part of artificial silk imported from Great 
Britain. An Excise tax of ls. per pound is imposed 
in Great Britain on artificial silk yarn produced there 
and a drawback is granted equal to 1s. 9d. per pound 
of such artificial silk used in making fabrics which are 
exported from Great Britain. The whole amount ot 
such drawback Is. 9d. must be included in the value 
for ordinary duty. For special duty purposes the Js. 
(xcise tax which forms part of such drawback oi 
ls. 9d. is to be disregarded under Section 6, Sub- 
section 2, of the Tariff Act, but the remainder ot 
the difference between the “ selling price to the pur- 
chaser in Canada ’’ and the actual ‘‘ fair market value 
as sold for home consumption at time shipped,’’ in- 
cluding the 9d. per Ib. of artificial silk content as 
allowed to the purchaser in Canada, shall be applicable 
as dumping duty; provided that such special duty 
shall not apply to goods bona fide purchased on or 
before October 4, 1928, and imported prior to March |, 
1929. 

Nore.—Each invoice covering goods purchased prior to 
October 4, 1925, must show the specific certificate of 
exporter as to date of purchase, and in addition there 1s 
to be attached to the entry a copy of the order on which 
the goods were purchased, sworn to by the actual im- 
porter or by uhe representative of the importer who placed 
the order.* 

In cases where an order covers more than one shipment, 
it will be necessary tor Customs Ports to keep a record 
of partial shipments cleared under the above proviso. 


It appears, therefore, that the Canadian Customs 
authorities will not, as might be supposed from the earlier 
Memorandum No. 121, charge automatically a special or 
dumping duty of 9d. per |b. of the artificial silk content 
of all tissues imported from the United Kingdom, but that 
they will charge as special or dumping duty the whole of 
any difference (less one shilling per lb. of artificial silk 
content) between the selling price to the purchaser in 
Canada and the actual fair market value as sold for home 
consumption at the time shipped. 


Goods bona fide purchased on or before October 4, 192%, 
and imported into Canada prior to Ist March, 1929, are 
not subject to the special or dumping duty above referred 
to. 





* As stated in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 22nd November (page 666), 
these requirements apply only to such goods which reach 
Canada between Ist December, 1928, and 28th February, 1929.

Milk or Dried Skim or Dried Separated Milk unless 
there is a label to every package containing one of 
them on which are the words ‘‘ Unfit for Infants ”’ in 
bold-faced Sans-serif capital letters of not less than 
twelve-point face measurement and also written across 
the face of the label in a diagonal line the words in 
such colours as to afford a distinct contrast to the 
yround ‘‘ Skim Milk ” in bold-taced Sans-serif capital 
letters of not less than forty-eight-point face measure- 
ment: 


Subject to the following provision : 

[t shall be lawful for the Comptroller of Customs in 

the case of any goods infringing this Proclamation. 

(a) to permit goods insufficiently marked to be pro- 
perly marked before delivery :

The ad valorem duty in force (now 15 per cent.) will be 
chargeable upon valuations so fixed without Jeduction, 
except that the tare allowance for bales is fixed at 5 per 
cent. of the gross weight; when goods liable to the Tariff 
are imported in receptacles other than bales, the tare 
allowance will be the actual ascertained weight of such 
receptacles. 

Remnants (cut pieces), embroidered materials mixed 
with silk or artificial silk, shawls, nettings, tulles, em- 
broidered lappets, furnishing fabrics and either imitation 
or other kinds of unprinted gobelin, are not included in 
the present Tariff, and will be assessed to duty ad valorem 
on ‘‘ Real Value ’”’ as defined in Section 30 of the Sea 
Customs Law. 

In order to avoid detailed examination of goorls, pro- 
duction of invoices relative to consignments imported will 
be necessary. Invoices, besides Customs Declaration, must 
indicate the weight either per bale (or package) or per 
piece or material and the kind of material according to 
the valuation set out above, as well as the number, length 
and width of pieces of each kind imported. When width 
is shown to the nearest inch the manner of calculation 
will be on average.

Looms.—In connection with the distinctions in the

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR PLANTS. 

H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded translation of an 
Order, dated 6th November, which provides that certifi- 
cates issued by foreign establishments and organisations 
to the effect that plants are free from plant diseases or 
from Phylloxera vastatriz will be accepted by the Latvian 
Customs authorities as proof of the origin of the goods.

SEED WHEAT, RYE AND OATS EXEMPT FROM 
EXPORT DUTY. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, by an Order dated 2nd November and effec- 
tive as from 2ist November, selected seeds of wheat, rye 
and oats exported under special permit from the Ministry 
of Agriculture are exempt from export duty. 





SALVADOR. 


STORAGE OF GOODS IN CUSTOMS WARLE- 
HOUSES. 

H.M. Minister at San Salvador reports the issue of an 
¢xecutive Decree, dated 24th October, and to come into 
force on 24th December, which lays down regulations 
regarding the storage of goods in Customs warehouses 11 
Salvador. 

The maximum period of storage is, in general, six 
months, but for certain specified goods shorter periods are 
prescribed, e.g., fresh fruit and vegetables, eight days;

inflammable goods, fifteen days; oil in wooden cases, tur- 
pentine, camphor, tar, etc., preserves, sweets, starch, 
sugar in bags, chocolates, biscuits, flour, etc., and other 
perishable foodstuffs, sixty days. Goods which are not 
claimed within the prescribed periods are regarded as 
“ abandoned,’’ and will be confiscated to the benefit of the 
Salvadorean Treasury for payment of duties and charges. 
The fiscal authorities will have the option of selling such 
merchandise by public auction or allowing it to be re- 
deemed by the importers. 

The storage charges after the first two months are:— 
For 3rd month ... ... 1 U.S. dollar per 100 kilogs. 
For 4th month 1} U.S. dollars per 100 kilogs. 
For 5th month 2 U.S. dollars per 100 kilogs. 
For 6th month 2} U.S. dollars per 100 kilogs. 


The charges for the first two months are included in the 
consolidated import duties. 





SPAIN. 


POSTPONEMENT OF GENERAL TARIFF 
REVISION. 


The following is a translation of a Spanish Royal Decree, 
dated 29th November, and published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de 
Madrid ’’ on 380th November, postponing the general 
revision of the Spanish Customs Tariff and empowering 
the Minister of National Economy, as from Ist January 
next, to modify certain of the ‘‘ Second Column ’”’ rates of 
the Tariff. 

The Preamble to the Decree explains that the continua- 
tion of the present Tariff is considered advisable to prevent 
speculation in connection with the revision of the Tariff, 
to ensure Tariff stability during the Seville and Barcelona 
Exhibitions, and to give the Government time for full con- 
sideration of the Tariff revision proposals put forward by 
the Tariff Section of the Council of National Economy 
(and the modification which may be suggested by the full 
Council). 

Article 1.—The revision of the existing Customs Tariff 
under the Royal Decree-Law of 20th July, 1927,* is post- 
poned during the year 1929, in the sense that the new 
Customs duties are to be published as a provisional Tariff 
on Ist October, 1929, and, after revision by the Govern- 
ment during the last quarter of the year in accordance 
with Base VIII. of the Customs Law (Law of Bases) of 
20th March, 1906,f shall come into force definitively on 
Ist January, 1930. 

Article 2.—The Minister of National Economy is 
authorised to carry into effect the provisions of the pre- 
ceding Article in a manner to correspond with their 
object, in respect of goods temporarily imported for the 
Seville and Barcelona Exhibitions, in such a way that the 
object of this extension may be achieved as far as the 
Exhibitions are concerned, without prejudice to the in- 
terests of national industry. 

He is also authorised to fix, as from Ist January next, 
the ‘‘ Second Column ”’ rates of duty on certain items of 
the present Tariff so as to establish due harmony between 
the interests of Spanish production (from the point of view 
both of home and foreign trade) conformable to the rules 
laid down by the Government in the revision of the Com- 
mercial Conventions with consolidated duty rates, which 
are to be changed to most-favoured-nation treatment as 
from Ist January, 1929. The ‘‘ Second Column ”’ rates so 
fixed are to be temporary in character, valid until Ist 
October, 1929.

PROPOSED INCREASED DUTIES ON COTTON 
YARNS AND PIECE-GOODS. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro reports, by telegraph, that a project to increase 
the import duty on cotton yarns and piece-goods, pending 
the general revision of the Customs Tariff, is now before 
the Chamber of Deputies. 

It is proposed to increase the duty on cotton yarns by 
from 40 to 100 per cent., and to increase the duties on 
cotton piece-goods, plain, twilled, figured, etc., and other 
(Tariff Nos. 472-4) by from 20 to 40 per cent. The new 
duties are, it is proposed, to come into force on Ist 
January, 1929.
